FACE MORE TAXES 


AUSTIN, Feb. 16.— Special) 
Three years of taxes un d er the chain 
store tax law are immed iately d ue 
an d payable, Comptroller George H 
Sheppard an n oun ced tod ay as he was 
ad vised from the Dallas Court 
of 
Civil Appeals that the lon g litigation 
in volvin g this tax has en d ed . 


The Dallas Court overruled a mo­ 
tion of chain store attorn eys 
that 
certain phases of the case be 
re­ 
man d ed to the Dallas District Court 
where the law suit started two years 
ago, for trial, to con strue a min or 
phase of the law. 
En forcem en t of the law was en ­ 
join ed in Dallas in Jan uary, 1956, 
just two d ays before its 
effective 
d ate. 


When the Supreme Court last fall 
upheld the valid ity of the law an d 
n strued its provision s, Comptroll­ 
er Sheppard immed iately began pre­ 
paration s for collection of the tax. 
En forcemen t awaited the formal en ­ 
try of a jud gm en t in the trial court 
which was accomplished tod ay.
